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PASSING THEM ALONG. 


No one will question the fact that the unemployed should be 
given work, and that a man has a right to live, and therefore to be 
given the means by which he may make a livelihood. If conditions 
are such that there is no labor to be had from private persons or cor- 
porations then the State in some of its capacities should come to the 
rescue and care for those who need food and help, but the obligation 
to care for those in need lies with each community, and as a matter 
of faet if each community would care for its own unemployed there 
would be no such scenes as are being enacted all over the country now. 

There is no equity or justice in the plan of making the un- 
employed move on like Little Jim in Dickens’ story. Because a man 
is hungry, or because he is out of work is no reason why he must 
move on. And the plan of one ‘community dumping its undesirable 
or burdensome citizens‘on its neighbor is something that should not 
be endured or permitted. Why should Alameda county be allowed 
to send a horde of men to Richmond? And why should Contra Costa 
county be allowed in its turn to pass them on to Solano, to Sadra- 
mento and so on ad infinitum? 

While the number of unemployed is large, it is a mere trifle com- 
pared to the population of the country, and a very large number of 
the ‘‘army’’ are unemployed because they do not want to be employed. 
For a man to say that he is hungry and needs help and then for him to 
demand that it shall be given him as he wants it, where he wants it, 
and under such ecenditions as he proposes to preserihe is of course 
untenable. If in each locality the people were to take charge of their 
own poor the burden would be light all around, because the unem- 

ployed is not one per cent of the population, even accepting the 
figures of those who are leading the armies. It can not be much 
of a burden for one hundred persons to feed and shelter-one person 
until that person is able to care for himself. 

The great trouble is that on one hand we do not do our charitable 
work intelligently, and on the other, there are so many asking help 
who are not deserving of it. It is worthy of note that the leading 
speaker in New York boldly proclaimed the doctrines of the French 
Revolution, and, took the ground that all property was robbery, and 
that since all buildings and all food was the product of human labor 
that every man hed a right to help himself to it without bothering 
apparently to do his share towards keeping up the supply. In other 
words, the theory advanced in New York, and which is preached 
more or less openly here is that every man who owns a home is an 
enemy of society and that any other man who chooses has the right 
to walk into that home and camp there as long as the intruder sees 
fit. . 

As the newcomer is going to regulate the conditions under which 
he will condescend to work, and those conditions will never be satis- 
factory with many of the revolutionists because they have no inten- 
tion of working, it follows that no man would have a place he could 
call home, and no man would be safe from the intrusion of any one 
who took a fancy to drop in and stay with him. As somebody must 
work, since houses do not build themselves, and food does not pre- 
pare itself, it follows that the industriously inclined are to care for 
those who do not care to work, an admirable arrangement for the 
Jatter but not so satisfactory for the former. 

_ But while these various questions are being adjusted, a stop 
should be put to the scheme of passing the so-called unemployed along. 
In the first place it is self-evident that if people can travel over the 
country free and be fed enroute simply by claiming to be unemployed, 
the army instead of decreasing will increase and no one will blame 
the new recruits. It is an immense improvemént over the old hobo 
plan of ‘‘beating’’ your way, and will undoubtedly become very pop- 
ular., It encourages the growth of the conditions and evils and does 
not remove them, and it is a*»great injustiee to the communities which 
are forced to suffer the dumping process. 

When work is provided at reasonable figures and under decent 
conditions every one should be obliged to work or starve. There is| 
no reason why those who are paying the bills should be required to| 
support people who will not works and above all each community | 
should be obliged to care for its own. | 

The problem is a very serious one, and one that demands most | 
careful attention, but it can not be solved hy passing the unemployed | 
along. ;
